been her custom to hire 
a 
boat and 


row around

until op­ 


portunity 
was 
presented 
for her to

rear of the 


convent. 
S h e generally carried 
a 


small basket and was assisted 
in her 


work by a girl of about her o w n age.

girls would steal into the con­ 


vent 
building 
and 
secrete 
them­ 


selves in the 
handsomely 
furnished 


parlors 
W h e n 
a favorable 
chance 


was presented they would take a few 


of the most costly vases tn 
the par­ 


lors, place them 
in 
the 
basket and 


sneak out the back way. 


T h e 
girls had worked the convent 


so successfully that 
it got 
to 
be

regular thing 
with them 
to make a 


haul 
every 
few days. 
Miss 
Pablo 


had a 
fine 
assortment 
of vases on 


her last trip when she 
lowed ac toss 


the lake. 
A n officer 
was in waiting 


and greeted the girl when she landed 


on shore. 
She 
was taken 
to

police station, 
when

that she had in her 
possession some 


of the
